nerve. Such was the patient's extreme fortitude, 
that not even was his hand raised, nor a syllable 
complaint uttered dufing the whole operation, cer- 
tainiy the most painful that can be performed on the 
human frame. The patient is doing remarkably 
well, and already rewarded with relief for his perse- 
verance and fortitude.—Plymouth Journal.

CHARACTER OF POLONIUS. 

Few characters of Shakespeare are less understood 
and more misrepresented on the stage than that of 
Pelonius. As heis generally conceived, he is little 
better than a low buffuon—belonging to broad farce 
rather than to tragedy ; the low comedian who always 
pereonates him, grimaces him, end with ludicrous 
faces, makes the ignorant vulgar laugh at him, tll 
their sides eehe. The second scene of the second act, 
during which Polonius attempts te account in very 
quaint, weak, pedantic and whimsical phtrecee fer 
Hamlet's supposed lunaey, probably gives occasion to 
the vulgar face-making, by which the Lord Chamber- 
lain of a Palace, is made little more dignified than 
punch at a puppet show. An examination of the 
whole part, as composed by Shakespeare, would teach 
these performers better, and they would discover in 
the construction of it, avery naturel character, daily 
to b: seen among eld men, in eur interceurse with 
the werld. 

Polonius is an old and supe:annuated courtier—eelf 
vuaceled—ana vain of his own weak judgment; re- 
lying mere epon memory than upon present sagacity 
for his instructive lessons. His garrulity ef which 
he has a great share must be referred to the imbecil- 


ity of age—and the good thoughts and strength of ex- 


results of habit and the reeollections derived from ex- 
perience. Prone to give instsuction and advice, and 
imagining himself pecaliarly cunning—he isself de. 
luded in subposing himeelfte produce a powerful in- 
fluence on others. Hamlet sees through him and 
playshim off with happy effect. Whimsical in his 
ideas, and pedantic in words—he is pragmaticel and 
consequential in every thing he attempts. As a 
courtier he is busy and meddleseme, but faithful to 
his king and queen—and asa father, dearly beloved 
by his children and his servants. His besetting sin 
is overweening vanity and self conceit, which operat- 
ing upon a misteken judgment, lead him into contin- 
ual error; but being ready in the azioms and sphoris- 
tical thoughts derived from books, he expresees his 
opinions as if they were delivered by rote. 

The opening of his character is in the first act, when 
as Lord Chamberlain, he aske permission of the King 
to let his son Laertes return to France; the latter 
having won his father’s ‘slow leave by labersome pe- 
tition.” Afterwards we eee Polenius in the most fa- 
vorable aspeet when he gives his paternal advice to 
Laertes on his departure—precepts which {where we 
regard them as mere efforts of memory, or the precepts 
derived from observation and experience, bear the 
stamp of sterling valoe, as lessons applicable to the 
daily scenes of life 

Polonius says to his son— 

“There—my blessing with you; 
And these few precepts in thy a 
Look thow chasacter. Give 2, mous ts ne tongue, 
Ner any unproporti thought his act. 
Be thou familiar but by no means vulgar. 
The friends thou hast, and their tried, 
Grapple them te thy soul with hooks of steel ; 
But do not dull thy en with entertainment 
Of each new-hatch'd, unfledged comrade. Bewase 
Of entrance to a quarrel ; bul, being én, 
Bear it, that the may beware of thee. 
Give every man thine ear, but few thy voice: 


What wes | about to say? By the mase I was about 
To say something: where did I leave? 

Rev. At closes in the consequence. 

Pot. At closes in the mee? Ay marry, 
He closes with you thus,” &c &e. 

Can anything be finer to illustrate the defect of 
memory in age, than these breaks? They are not less 
eharacteristie, than the self-conesit and cunning of 
the preceding and subsequent lessons te the servant.

duct. Hamlet it may be imagined knowing the weak- 
nese and eelf-coneeit of the old man, concluded that 
his appearance before Ophelia as a distracted man, 
would have the effect at Court, that he so much de- 
sired should be produced 

The King and Queen are at ence made acquainted 
with the the suspicions of the old chamberlain—who 
in his whimmy and conceited way announces his eon- 
viction. The language he uses leads most actors to 
suppose they ought to grimace a character—which is 
vain, whimsical, mistaken, blundering, pragmatieal 
and meddlesome, but honest and sincere.

WEATHER IN NEW ENGLAND, 
A most curious document has been published by 
the Ameriean academy of arts and Sciences in the 
last volume of their Transactions namely, the Jour- 
nal ofthe weather, kept by Dr Helyoke of Salem 
from the year 1786 te 1898—a periud of 43 yearf.— 
As the observations of Dr H. were noted with great 
care three times a day during the whole period, a ve- 
ty reasonable approximation to the true state of the 
atmesphere iu the New England elimate may be thus 
obtained. 
Dr E. Hale with very commendable industry has 
made his calculations, and published the general tab- 
ular results. He gives the mean heat of each menth 
during every year of the whole period—during each 
seven years of the time—eand a mean for the whole 
43 years, besides other interesting conclusiens. | 
We peblish a few memoranda viz: mean result 
ofthe heat of each month for the whole 43 years. 
January 25, 59; February 27, 75; Mareh 35, 38; 
April 46, 02; May 56, 84; June 67,17; July 72, 49 
August 70, 52; September 62, 95; October 51, 34; 
November 39, 96; December 30, 29; whole years, 
48,86. . 
As the time of the observations were not in any 
year during the coldest heur offthe day, the range of 
the Themometer, Dr Hale thinks the mean tempera- 
ture is too high—and suppose that a more probable 
result would be 47, 09 as the mean temperature fer 
the 43 years,

1828, 51,35. Coldest year during the came 
1812, 44,28.
